MICHIGAN DIVERS IN 
ICE CLOGGED RIVER SEARCH 


By TOM STANZAK 


On February 13th our club 
called upon to assist nearly two hundred 
police, firemen, and other volunteers in 
the search for a six year old boy who 
fell into the frozen Clinton River near 
Utica, Michigan. The victim’s home is 
about 150 feet from the river, which 
was flowing with a current estimated 
at seven miles an hour. Police said they 
found a break in the ice where the boy 
had fallen in about 5:30 that evening. 
The searchers used portable lighting 
equipment to light up the area. The 
firemen used portable power saws to cut 
holes for the divers to enter the water. 
The divers took a floodlight under the 
ice with them, which was powered by 
the portable generators. The river search 
was concentrated on a 200 yard stretch 
downstream from the place where the 
boy fell in. The divers groped along 
the bottom searching for the boy but 
were hampered by the frigid waters and 
slush, choked to the bottom in some 
places. The divers could stay in water 
only five to ten minutes at a time, and 
were unable to make a complete search 
of the tangled roots, logs, and snags on 
the bottom. Other searchers probed 
holes with pick poles and dragged 


was 


weighted nets across open spaces in 
the ice. The search was called off at 
1:30 a.m. and plans were made to con- 
tinue the search in the morning. ‘The 
next day a strip of the frozen river 
surface, 35 by 3 feet was removed to 
permit the weak rays of the sun to 
filter down through the river depths and 
aid the prowling divers. The body was 
found 20 hours after the search had be- 
gun. Firemen found the body while 
cutting holes for the divers. It was 
caught by branches in the river bottom. 
The divers who assisted were: Fred 
Dufty, Harvey Curtis, both of Utica; 
John Winter of Troy, Ray Sutherland 
of Pontiac, William Winkler of Roches- 
ter, Kenneth Sulkowski of Mt. Clemens, 
Thomas Stanzak of Royal Oak, and 
Richard Beckman of The Michigan 
Aqua Squadons of Pontiac. >»

DEEP DIVE 


. . . This is in reference to your recent 
article entitled, “Spanish Diver Logs 328 
Foot Dive”, and I respectfully offer the fol- 
lowing in the hope that it may deter anyone 
with a “me too” desire from a similar at- 
tempt. 

In the interest of safety and the best of 
supervision notwithstanding, the account is 
an excellent example of what should never 
be attempted on compressed air and for 4 
much less publicized reason than that of 
nitrogen narcosis. What I am getting at is 
the common failure of many to consider 
the absolute partial pressure exerted by cach 
gas of any breathing mixture and the phvysi- 
ological conditions that it can produce in a 
deep dive. It is entirely possible that when 
Eduard Admetilla experienced his blind seizure 
that it was caused not by nitrogen narcosis 
as the account implied, but by oxygen poison- 
ing since beyond 300 feet the partial pressure 
of oxygen would exceed two atmospheres ab- 
solute which is considered to be the maximum 
pressure at which oxygen can be safely toler- 
ated. In addition, the onset of oxygen poison- 
ing can be extremely treacherous in as much 
as the time between the initial symptoms 
(impaired vision, muscular twitching, dizzi- 
ness, nausea, etc.) and convulsions is, at 
times, only a matter of a few seconds.

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HISTORICAL FINDS 
UNDER FLORIDA WATERS 


By EUGENE A. SHINN 


SUPPOSE everyone dreams of finding 

buried or sunken treasure some ‘ime 
during their lives. Not only is this de- 
sire nurtured by dreams of riches but 
above all by the innate curiosity in man 
to know the origin and history of such 
objects. Because of this attribute we 
have our many fine museums. 


During the last few years there seems 
to have arisen, among skin divers, an 
intense desire to uncover ancient ship- 
wrecks and above all “TREASURE.” 
This “TREASURE” has become the by- 
word for authors who wish to reap the 
already thin pocketbook of the average 
skin diver. It is distressing to note that 
they are not without success. One may 
simply purchase any of the leading 
men’s magazines to see the proof of this 
statement. 

So called “Authenticated” treasure 
maps and wreck charts are a flourishing 
item on the market. The spot of ink 
that marks the location of the mythical 
shipwreck, however, usually covers an 
area about ten miles in diameter. Many 
articles tell where to find literature on 
the subject but none tell where to find 
shipwrecks. The true nature of these 
stories is easily seen when one casts a 
critical eye upon them. 


One article speaks of “WRECK 
CHARTS” recently published by the

war and have not been available since. 
Often seen in such articles is a reference 
entiiled “TREASURE MAPS IN THE 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS.” These 
also are out of print and will not be 
reprinted. 

A photostat from the Library of Con- 
sress entitled “SHIPWRECKS ON THE 
FLORIDA COAST” turned out to be a 
copy of a clipping from a 1936 news- 
paper and dwelt with hearsay about 
some ships that reportedly sank in a 
localized area on the northern Florida 
coast. There was absolutely no informa- 
tion which would aid the underwater 
archeologist to find historical relics. 
Most dealers in skin diving equipment 
carry various treasure maps. They are 
lacking in facts but sell like “Hot 
Cakes.” 

I came to the conclusion long ago 
that wrecks are to be found only by 
diligent searching of the reefs and not 
the libraries. The library is the refer- 
ence place to seek after the wreck has 
been located. 

During my eight years of skin diving 
in the Florida Keys I have located more 
than ten wreck sites and these were 
found by accident. Most of these are 
now common knowledge to many local 
divers. It is my desire here to list some 
of the recent finds in this area and to 
give some practical information for skin 
divers who would like to search for 
relics. 

ghteen English cannon 
were recovered from a wreck on LIT- 
TLE CONCH REEF off of Key Largo. 
The cannon were cast by the Carron 
Foundry of England in 1796. The serial 
numbers were sent to the British Ad- 
miralty in London to see if any possible 
identification was possible. Their reply 
was that the wreck is probably the re- 
mains of the 18 gun frigate H.M.S. Fly 
which sank in June 1805. This wreck

also produced several gold buttons, cop- 
per and silver coins, hand grenades and 
cannon balls. The coins were Spanish 
pieces of eight which were minted by 
the Mexico City Mint in 1732. 

In January 1956 the author found a 
bronze figurine on FOWEY ROCKS 
which turned out to be a dolphin. 
Dolphins have been the subject of 
nautical decoration almost since the be- 
ginning of naval history. 

In July 1956, eighteen Swedish can- 
non were found on AJAX REEF by 
underwater historian Craig Hamilton. 
They were dated 1778 and 1779 and 
were cast by two Swedish foundries; 
Ehrendal Bruk and Overums Bruk. The 
wreck from which these came is one 
known by many local divers as the 
“Ring Wreck,” because of a huge iron 





ring which lies in the center of the 
ballast stones.

For 
this reason, when an ancient sailin. ves 
sel is found, there is no wood \ ible 
other than that which is adjacei: to 
copper fittings and rods or parts that 
are protected by a layer of sand. The 
only evidence of a wreck is usually a 
pile of round stones used for ballast 
[These stones are often ignored by 
novice or careless skin divers who are 
more interested in pursuing a_ more 
animate object, the wary grouper. Many 
of the valuable finds, such as the 72 
pound silver bar found by Roscoe 
Thompson and Howard Lightbourn in 
the Bahamas, are found among the bal 


last stones. 


Since the reefs in the Florida heys 
are about four miles from shore, the 
problem arises of how to find the same 
place twice. I recommend, for this pul 
pose, that anyone interested in search 
ing for shipwrecks should buy or build 
a compass scope. This is simply a de- 
vice that permits the viewing of a land 
mark and the compass degrees simulta 
neously. Two readings approximately 
90° apart will allow the searcher to 
pinpoint the location on a chart as 
well as permit him to return to the 
wreck site. 


I have cited only cases I know to be 
fact and have refrained from using in- 
formation which was not received first 
hand. No doubt other enthusiasts have 
more interesting information to ofler. 
[his article was written in the hope ol 
stimulating interest in Underwater \r 
chaelogy, as well as instilling a desire in 
skin divers to approach the subject with 
forethought and to treat their dis- 
coveries intelligently. The Florida Reefs 
are virgin territory and much remains

SOMETHING 


NEW IN 
BOATS 


It's a simple matter for two men to carry the folding boat to the 
edge of the water. One man could handle the operation if necessary. 





_ the last five years, I've used and seen almost 
every kind of float while skin diving—from inner tubes 
and air mattresses to surfboards. 

They all have their advantages and weaknesses. The 
surfboard can be maneuvered easily through kelp. And 
unlike some other floats, it can’t be blown adrift easily by 
the wind. Its greatest advantage is that it permits a diver to 
rest completely out of the water, but the surfboard is « one 
diver float. It can get awfully crowded with more thar on 
diver and his gear. And while each diver in a group may 
own a surfboard, it’s impractical to carry four or five boards 
on the roof rack of a car for any great distance. It has been 
my experience that divers making long trips travel together 
in one vehicle to share expenses and to enjoy each orher’s 
company. 

Boats fill the bill, but they usually require trailers and 
special launching sites which may be quite a distance from 
the desired area of operations. 

The rubber life raft has a lot of points in its favor. It's 
compact when deflated. Inflated, it can carry more than 
one diver and his equipment. But its bottom is spongy 
and unstable underfoot—and it’s subject to puncture by a 
mishandled speargun. It’s also awkward and difficult to 
maneuver. 

The problem skin divers face, then, is to find a float 
—or a substitute—which can be carried with no more fuss 
than a surfboard, can be launched almost anywhere, ye: can 
accommodate several skin divers and their gear. 

Ihat’s the problem several of us in “The Diablo Divers" 
of Concord, Calif., were kicking around while planning a 
two-week dive in Guaymas, Mexico, on the Gulf of Califor 
nia. And we’re so convinced we stumbled on a solution 
which may prove helpful that we want to pass it along to 
other skin divers. 

We had reluctantly concluded that we'd have to take a 
boat in order to get around. That meant a trailer. In the 
midst of our preparations, however, we heard about a 
14-foot boat which folded up flat and could be carried on 
the top of a car. 

Now the word “folding” usually creates considerable 
skepticism when applied to a boat. Many people imagine 
a flimsy, boxlike craft which is likely to collapse at the first 
sign of rough weather. We were no exceptions. We were 
skeptical, too. But we decided to investigate. 

We learned that the boats were made by the [’rest 
Aluminum Manufacturing Co. in Port Chicago three or four 
miles away. We looked up Mel Kulander, head of the 
company, and told him why we were interested in learning 
more about his folding boats. 

Before we had even seen one of the folding “Presto” boats, 
Mel had offered to let us take one to Mexico without charge 
in order to test it out. We were overjoyed at his generosity 
—but we weren't sure the boat would hold up under our 
rugged use or would otherwise serve our purpose. 

We saw some beautiful 12 and 14-foot plyboard utility 
boats at the plant but we couldn’t spot any folding ones— 
until Mel loosened a couple bolts and removed the seats from 
one of the beauties we'd just admired. It took him no more 
than four minutes to change what appeared to be a well 
built conventional boat into a long flat package which we 
lifted onto a car rack, Folded, it was about the size of a 
surfboard. 

We were amazed—as we were again a few minutes late! 
when he put it back together in about the same time. But 

our greatest amazement came while we accompanied Mel 
as he put the craft through its paces on the nearby Sacra 
mento River. 

With a 15-horsepower motor, we reached speeds of 2 
miles per hour or more. We turned on a dime. We skipped 
over rough and choppy water like a breeze—and the boat 
remained dry inside. We were convinced that the folding 
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boat could take it and do as much or more than most regular 
boats its size down at Guaymas. And we wouldn’t have any 
worries about towing a trailer or finding a launching site. 

Driving three cars, nine of us drove the 1375 miles from 
Concord to Guaymas in 36 hours. We tied the boat on the 
rool of a Dodge station wagon. After the grueling trip, 
much of it in temperatures well over 100 degrees, we were 
beat. After a short, relaxing dive at Miramar Beach, where 
we stayed a couple miles out of Guaymas, we hit the sack 
until the following morning. 

We drew quite an audience on the first day when we 
put the “Presto” together. After we had assembled it and 
mounted a 714-horsepower outboard, we tossed in our diving 
gear. and with a five-man rubber raft in tow, shoved off. 

\t Guaymas, the sky and water are deep blue. The barren, 
red rocky mountains along the coast stand out in sharp 
contrast in the clear air. But while the scenery was spec- 
tacular, our thoughts were on the sights awaiting us beneath 
the water’s surface as we skimmed past cove after cove, each 
one more inviting than the last. We had every good inten- 
tion of exploring them all before we left. It would be a 
pleasant way to spend six months.

Ihe first few days we stayed out 10 or 
The Guaymas area is a skin diver’s paradise. 
temperature in June was 81 degrees. We often had visibility 
up to 100 feet. And while there may not be more fish than 
we normally find in our favorite local diving area in Mon- 
terey Bay south of San Francisco, we found a greater variety 
of larger fish. 

We snorkeled down to 50 feet or so with the same ease 
we dive in 30 feet at Monterey Bay because we didn’t need 
our suits to keep warm. We therefore used only two pounds 
of weight as against our usual 18 pounds. 

We also shot film on manta rays, sting rays, butterfly fish 
and small tropical fish. Some of the coves south of Miramar 
are havens for rays and skates. If nothing else, they made 
our movies more exciting, since the general public—as you 
divers know—think these creatures are always ready to eat 
us human intruders alive. On two occasions we spotted 
11-foot sharks. 

Our maximum depth with the lungs was around 85 feet. 
We visited coves to the north of Miramar beach which had 
sea shells in abundance and were alive with lobster. Most 
of these places can’t be reached without a boat, since there 
are few roads leading down to the water. And the roads 
that do exist are often dotted with chuck holes, riddled with 
ruts and frequently washed out. A good boat is best 

\ll the time we were down in Mexico we gave the boat 
the roughest sort of treatment—rougher than it ever would 
have received from any hunter or line fisherman. We climbed 
in and out of the “Presto” with lungs and all other equip- 
ment without any trouble. Returning to camp late in the 
afternoons we inevitably hit rough water. But we breezed 
right through it without incident. 

Since our trip to Guaymas we’ve tested the “Presto” fold- 
ing boat even more thoroughly and we're convinced it’s the 
answer to one of the prayers of skin divers. 

It folds down to the size of a surfboard, is comparatively 
light, is rugged and is exceptionally seaworthy. Tough neo- 
prene secured to sturdy marine plyboard by riveted alumi- 
num strips makes the boat watertight and also makes possible 
its foldability. 

We've launched the boat from beaches where there were 
breakers of normal height, taking on only a trifling amount 
of water in the process. Most of the time, however, we 
launch it from a pier or cove without worrying about the 
breakers. 

Wherever we go with the “Presto” we find it develops 
considerable interest among skin divers. This may read like 
a commercial. But it isn’t—it’s enthusiasm. And a desire to 
point out a solution to one of the problems divers face. >#» 
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The Presto is unfolded, the seats put in place, a few bolts tightened 
and ‘'presto’’...a 14 ft. boat is ready to carry divers and equipment.

corus of thousands of werds have been written about 
S diving for sponge in the Mediterranean. Both Hass and 
Cousteau have photographed the helmeted sponge divers 
plodding along on the bottom while scuba divers dart to and 
fro around them, I am pleased to report that all this is 
changing and that the divers of Lebanon are having a |\and 
in getting the change started. The change began about three 
years ago. A few of the Lebanese sponge boats used to tie 
up out in front of my house in Beirut and I got to know 
most of the divers. On one boat, Fouad Heluhbi was one 
of the divers and although neither of us could speak the 
other’s language we became the best of friends. 

I have since become reasonably proficient in Arabic but 
then it was rough. I remember the 4th of July 1955 I went 
out for the day with the divers and I was trying to explain 
why I was able to get away from work during the week. 
In trying to explain about our independence from England 
I managed to break up the day’s diving by conveying the 
idea that we had dropped an atomic bomb on London! 

Another one of the divers was known as Spears. He seems 
tc have gotten this very un-Arabic type name for tossing a 
stick of dynamite at a British General by the same name. 
Spears (the diver, not the general) has four wives, as is 
allowed by Moslem custom, and the last time I saw him 
(the diver, not the general) all four of them were mad at him 
and he was having to sleep in one of the local coffee shops. 

When in town during the sponge season, I would go out 
on week-ends sponge diving with Fouad and Spears but 
one day Spears was showing off by going too deep and by 
staying too long. Of course he got the bends. It was then 
I found out just how little these divers knew about the 
dangers of diving. Spears recovered but not until after | 
helped hold him down while the other divers administered, 
to the painful joints, onion juice, olive oil and ice. After 
that I translated a set of decompression tables into Arabic. 

I used to hold ‘classes’ on the beach at night and the size 
of the classes fluctuated according to whether or not any 
divers along the coast had gotten hurt. I had asked the men 
many times why they didn’t scrap the helmet suits and 
purchase the Cousteau-Gagnan system. They always pleaded 
poverty and really there was a lot of truth to their plea. 
I would point out how the safety factor would increase and 
how the sponge take would also increase but all to no avail. 
Rumor had it that one or two of the boats up near the 
Turkish border had changed over to the Cousteau-Gagnan 
system but I couldn't find out for sure. 

One day I was back in town in transit from Yugoslavia 
to Saudi Arabia or vice-versa, I forget which, when Abu 
Hamdi, the divers’ tender on Fouad’s boat came rushing up 
to the flat. Tears were streaming down his cheeks and he 
was jabbering away in Arabic. I couldn’t understand a thing 
he was saying but as soon as he calmed down he took me by 
the arm and led me out of my house and into my car. We 
drove, at his direction, to the AUB (American University 
of Beirut) Hospital. There I found Fouad and when I saw 
him I was sure he was dead. His head was black and half

again larger than normal size. During 
the war some of the dead I had seen 
looked just like Fouad looked. The 
lump in my throat was almost choking 
me. Then I saw that he was still alive 
because as one of the nurses gave him 
an injection he moved and I could see 
that he was still breathing. 

the story slowly came out. Fouad 
had been taking sponge in forty meters 
of water when his air hose had been 
cut by the propeller of the boat. Usually 
the boat is maneuvered by oars while 
the diver is on the bottom but this time, 
as the current had been running strong, 
they were using the engine. They had 
propeller guards on board and_ they 
were usually installed when the engine 
is used and why they were not this time 
remains a mystery. Anyhow, when Fouad 
found water coming in his helmet where 
air should be coming in he signaled 
‘panic’! And be darned if Abu Hamdi 
didn’t answer the panic signal before 
he started hauling Fouad up. 

Had Abu Hamdi delayed any longer 
then Fouad would have been squeezed 
up into his helmet by the terrific pres- 
sure of five atmospheres. <As_ it 
thanks to prompt, gentle and efficient 
treatment given him by the staff of the 
\UB Hospital he recovered and still is 
diving. At the end of two weeks in the 
hospital he was released — suffering 
nothing worse than blood shot 
I didn’t give him a moment's peace. 
I started right in trying to get him to 
buy the Cousteau-Gagnan rig. (By the 
way, I sell Diesel engines for a living, 
not diving gear.) The poor guy seemed 
to live from hand to mouth and couldn’t 
scrape up the necessary cash. 

The upshot of the deal was that he 
and I went into partnerships. He fur- 
nished the boat and divers and I fur- 
nished the diving gear. This has been 
almost three years ago. I have long ago 
amortized my investment and turned the

equipment over to the divers. Other 
divers along the coast have seen for 
themselves the safety and efficiency of 
this new gear and I am pleased to re 
port that a great majority of the sponge 
boats are now equipped with the mod- 
ern two stage regulators rather than 
the big brass helmet. Aside from this, 
sponge diving is really fun. That is if 
you don’t have to do it for a living. 
But then that is true of so many things.

As a result of a wreck trip in November 
this Club has had much publicity locally.
